“ The Em ploym ent Act of 1946 U a com m it­ 
m en t by the governm ent to the people — • 
¿comm itment to Lake any and ail the m easures 
aecessary for a healthy economy, 
said Presi­ 
dent Trum an Feb. 20. 1940. when he signed 
w hat m ay be the most far-reaching single m ea­ 
sure adopted by Congress in a generation. 
The bill originally w as intended to assure en­ 
joym ent of the first “ right" set forth in the 
“ economic Bill of R ights" drafted by President 
Roosevelt a year earlier: “ The right to a use­ 
ful and rem unerative job in the industries or 
St.ops < r farms or mines of the nation " 
'Die hill was rewritten to remove any sem b­ 
lance of a government guarantee of jobs for all, 
to elim inate any com m itm ent to the principles 
©f a compensatory economy and to include pro­ 
motion of "free competitive enterprise' as one 
6f the objectives to be sought in governm ent 
p an n in g to avoid depressions. 
Its only m andatory provisions call for if) sub- 
m i1 sion to Congress by the President of an 
annual economic report, prepared with the a.wis- 
tance of a Council of Economic Advisers, and 


(2i submission to the House and Senate by a 
new joint com m ittee of the two houses of recom ­ 
mendations ba.vd on the President's Economic 
Report 
In the 20 years since the act “ to prom ote m axi­ 
mum employment, production, and purchasing 
pow er" was signed, the national economy has 
suffered four recessions, one under Trum an and 
three under Eisenhower, but the great post­ 
war depression so widley feared never m ater­ 
ialized 
Fear of inflation on the part of both 
Trum an and Eisenhower led to restrictive econ­ 
omic policies. 
The Cost of living over 20 years has risen — 
from an index figure of 75 in January 1947 
(1957-59 - 100» to about 111, possibly slightly 
higher, today. But in 1947 we had a gross 
national product of only $337 billion, as against 
a predicted GN’P of around $715 billion this 
year. And interestingly enough, people are be­ 
ginning to talk, not of federally guaranteed jobs 
but of a federally guaranteed m inim um income 
- a concept which would have given ev m New 
D ealers the shakes 


A Choice of Purposes 


The medical researchers' reaction to the emo­ 
tion,! cam paign against abuses of anim als kid­ 
naped for scientific experim ents now is being 
recorded. 
The Bulletin of the National Society for Medic­ 
al R esearch views with deepest alarm most 
of the proposed regulatory laws in Congress. 
The m agazine does not say so directly, but its 
editors plainly suspect the cam paigns behind the 
proposals have been fired up deliberately by 
disclosures of extrem e cruelty on the part of a 
few unscrupulous dealers. 
Regulatory laws in general have no effect 
on the quality of anim al care, the m agazine 
declares. What is needed is not restriction but 
encouragem ent for those people engaged in sci­ 
entific research who want to do everything in 
th eir power to advance the welfare of m ankind 
without violating the principles of hum ane treat­ 
m ent. 
There is no place in proper research for 
anim als weakened by starvation, abuse, or dis- 


e.tse 
R esearchers are as determ ined to stop 


these ab lin s as anyone else could be 
But at 
the sam e tim e they are determ ind to hold at 
bay those emotionally motivated people who 
would put the welfare of anim als ahead of 
the welfare of mankind. 


The Bulletin of the National Society for Med­ 
ical Research adm its the problem has become 


acute. It is fearful that antivivisectionists m ay 
run aw ay with the issue and handicap science. 


"The scientific com m unity lias reasons at 
least as strong as tlio.se of any group to want 


m axim um progress in laboratory am m cal care * 
the m agazine says. “ Tlie only difference is 
that, unlike some other people, scientists are 


greatly concerned that the program s to the 
m axim um progress in laboratory anim al ca re." 
be a m ons:rous tragedy if tens of thousands of 
hum an lives were sacrificed because an ill- 
considered program did m ore to impede life- 
saving research than to advance anim al care.’* 


3 Troublesome Amendments

These are the amendments that stick in the 
throats of states’ rightists in he Deep Souin. 
Rulings on these am endm ents in recent years 


have infuriated states’ rightists in the North 
|md West. Their anger over the Suprem e C ourt’s 
assumption of its duty to protect the Union 
against separatists has boiled over in the cam ­ 
paign by some of them “to impeach Carl War­ 
ren."

liberty 
or property without due process of law. 
It 
also decreed 
that states denying 
voting 
rights to citizens should be deprived oi repres- 
tation in the House of Representatives, perhaps 
die most widely disregarded proviso in the U.S. 
Constitution. 
No 15 spelled out that citizenship rights .should 
not be denied or abridged by the United States 
or by any of the states on account of race, 
color, or previous condition of servitude. 
Afnendmenus 14 and 
15. never accepted in 
prm ciple by die-hard states’ rightists in the 
Suth, have been disregarded deliberately. 
N evertheless, the Constitution does guaran­ 
tee full citizenship rights, including voting, to 
all citizens. The U.S 
Suprem e Court, whose 
m em bers are responsible for upholding the con­ 
stitutional right* of all citizens, has no choice 
but to uphold tiie constitutionality of all laws 
passed for that purpose. 
There can be no proper issue about this as 
would have been revealed long ago it an at­ 
tem pt had been made to repeal the R econstruc­ 
tion Amendments. That naver has been tried. 
It has been more fruitful for irreconetlables 
and hair-splitting legalists to argue as if states’ 
rights absolute and national rights should exist 
only in areas where there never had been a 
difference of opinion: i.e . as though the Civil 
W ar never had been startd and lost by the 
Confederacy a century ago.

w ere noble baronies and handed down m em ber­ 
ships to next of kin and other blood relatives 
is though

Deep in the sinews (m ean­ 
ing m uscles) of die federal 
governm ent, 
doom 
is 
being 
slowly prepared for the closed 
unions in the heavily 
p a i d 
construction labor field. Doom 
will come in the shape of a 
form 
This 
will 
be 
a 
question­ 
naire — the first in history. It 
will record the racial, sexual, ethnical and 
other m akeup of every local with more than 
100 m em bers. 
For those $U to $8-an-hour locals, whose na­ 
tional leaders constantly blast everyone else 
with charges of social sins, it will be very em ­ 
barrassing. 
Just how em barrassing has been discovered 
by the Labor D epartm ent s Office of Federal 
C ontract Compliance, which is one of a trio of 
bureaus in som ediing called the Joint R eport­ 
ing Comm ittee. 


“ COMPLIANCE’S" INSPECTORS have been 
riding the circuit scrutinizing any construction 
which has a federal dollar behind it. They’ve 
gone city by city. Their reports, added to other 
inform ation, have been heaved into the hopper 
of a still crude report. 
E lem entary as it is, it discloses that there 
are less than 5,000 Negroes in skilled construc­ 
tion unions with a m em bership of 3 million. 
It reveals that in m any m ajor cities, such as 
Pittsburgh, Cleveland, New 
York. 
Cincinnati, 
and right across the land, some unions of skill­ 
ed workers have not a single Negro on their 
rosters or in 
their 
apprenticeship 
program s. 
Some have two or three. Ten or twelve are 
considered high indited, in a five-year program . 
No one in governm ent knows the exact count, 
though a high Labor D epartm ent official tells 
m e that even the 5,000 figure appears too big 
an estim ate. 


I HAVE SPENT m ore than two months at­ 
tem pting to estim ate the total of Negroes in 
skilled unionized jobs. There will be no total un­ 
til die Equal Em ploym ent Opportunity Com­ 
mission officials, under Franklin I) 
Roosevelt 
J r., foralize the wording of the survey. 
They already have accomplished this for the 
form which w ent out recently to 140,000 firm s 
which employ more than 50 persons. The em ­ 
ployer data m ust be in by M arch 31 — show­ 
ing how many Negroes, other minority people, 
and women are on the job. 


Now it Ls the union's turn After the form Is 
drafted, it will be subrm tted to the Bureau of 
the Budget. Then there wii! be a public hearing. 
Though not yet finalized, the d ra fte rs’ policy 
appears certain. It will seek out the “ gatew ay 
unions." 
In essence," I'm told by a spokesm an for 
Mr. Roosevelt, “ it says that any union which 
serves as a gatew ay to em ploym ent will be re­ 
quired to file such a re port. 


“ THE COMMISSION'S actual 
words 
(are) 
’any union which by referral agree ment or lur­ 
ing hall or any oilier system has effective con­ 
trol over the hiring process 
. . . 
When the “ gatew ay unions' " re, or*mg form 
is cleared through all its governm ental hurdles, 
it will require such unions to report annually a 
census of its m em bership by race, u x, national 
origin, etc. 
The governm ent also will require such unions 
to report the num ber oi persons applying for 
m em bership, or applying for job« and 
h o w 
m any of them are referred to jobs during a 
specific period Ea a will h ive to be identified 
by race and v x and ethnic origin. 
Thus there no longer will be any m em ber­ 
ship secrets. Apprenticeship p ra c , es will be 
sim ilarly reported — as well as the test given 
for entrance to the labor - m anagem ent ap­ 
prentice classes and for actual m em bership in 
the unions them selves. 
These form s 
will 
not be ready 
for four 
months. They will not be filed until the fall. 
Then will come the crackdown to force the in­ 
tegration — about which so m uch is said m 
convention resolutions. 
We'll see then if the governm ent is applauded 
as loudly as the vo.e-and forget resolutions are 
greeted by the fraternal gatherings.

(I)-Ark ) chairm an of the Sen­

back now to the d.iy.» of isola­ 
tionism He says that m ilitary 
victory in World War II was

He doe-n t explain how to m ake die 
Comm unist Chinese go to the conference table 
today but he accuses his own governm ent of 
undue intervention in the affairs of other people. 
Mr. Fullbright said on March 6

Tins 
is a very great country and 1 have alw.tv» 
been very bothered — 1 m ean — and em bar­ 
rassed wnen I 'Junk they are follow mg a policy 
that is not com m ensurate with our greatness. 
“ I would hope that this country, now having 
reached the peak of its power econom ically.

dreary policies that other grt at em pires have 
and start pushing people around, intervening 
in other people» bii»mes,s and trying to create 
in their own im age government» and societies 
around the world. 
“ 1 had hoped we were enlightened enough 
to follow a different policy, and beginning wch 
the Dominican affair last fall and then coming 
on into tins one, I m very bothered about it " 


WHAT HAPPENED in the Dominican re­ 
public was directly related to what had tak< n 
place in Cuba, where the Comm unists eau*. it 
the United State» nanping. Today the Conurui 
m sts have control of a country’ that could

quickly converted into a m issile base 90 m i - s 
from our shore*. Instead of the United Sta * » 
“ Pushing jxxjple around" or “ intervening 
n 
other peoples.» business," it’s the C om m une* 
who are doing this all over Latin America. 
The war in Viet N am , m oreover, is a direct 
rtsilf of Communist aid uirmshed to North 
Viet Nam. It m ight be inferred from Sen lu i- 
brifjit’s rem arks — as presented in Issues and 
Answers over the ABC telev ision nt 'work 
that the United States actually instigated the 
war in Viet Nam He argued, for instance, tl it 
it A a m istake to seek m ilitary victory in \ ict 
Nam , and said 
"W e did tins in World W ar II, and look at 
the disastrous results 
Jt created m ore pn>:>- 
lem s han it solved. I think this is generally 
true. It wii] create all kind» of dislocation." 
Theie were lots of person* — some of them 
L iberas — who in the 1930s said, “ You can do 
busineis with H itler." The B ritcti in 1938 at 
Munich tried “ accom m odation" w;th the H itler 
regim e but this encouraged the Nazis to sta rt 
the secind World War. 
WII EH THE UNITED STATES pursued the 
concept of “ accommodation** in CTiina after 
World Wir II and advocated a coalition govern­ 
m ent, tht Comm unists took over m ainland China 
and drow out the existing governm ent. 
in 
1950 
die 
Red Chinese attacked 
South 
Korea, anf, as a result of that aggression, m ore 
than 157,000 American casualties were incurred. 
The United States did not act alone but joii d 
with the Inited Nations force» to repel the 
aggression. 
The I mtei Nations itself passed a resolu­ 
tion in 1951 denouncing the aggression in K on a, 
and not a single act of repentance has been re ­ 
corded since on the part of the Comm unist 
Chinese. Yet ippearing before the Senate F or­ 
eign R elations Comm ittee this week are advo­ 
cates of a pojcy of agreeing to adm it Red 
China into the United Nations. This would be 
equivalent to sa/ing to the world that aggres­ 
sion pay.s oft ar.t is rew arded in the long run, 


ALL THE EVIDENCE which show» that the 
Chinese 
Communius 
have 
been 
torm enting 
trouble in Asia and interfering in other people's 
business seem s to nave been ignored by the 
proponents of accommodation 
The tragedy today is that an autocracy rules 
not only in Russia but al»o in Red China, while 
dem ocracy on every coitinent is again threaten 
ed. Yet there are in th* United State» Senate 
several advocates of accommodation — which 
is really just anottier wcrd ’or appeasem ent 
This, in the long run, s what history and 
ex[ erienoe hav e shown to be Jie forerunner of 
two World Wars.

Knowing which of the 50 or 
more strawberry varieties to 
plant can cause plenty of head- 
scratching. To help you decide.

Since varieties differ in such 
ways as ripening time, disease 
resistance, and freezing quality, 
choose the ones with character­
